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THE MYSTERIOUS “РАСТ” 
which is reported to have been made between а сег- 
tain number of peers whose names are only guessed 
at and а number of “ working men’’ whose names 
have many of them been till now unknown has been 
one of the topics which has caused no little dis- 
cussion in newspaper-reading circles during the 
week, 1618 declared thatan idea of a close union 
between the aristocracy and the “ proletariat ” 
having sprung up in the minds of certain peers, 
actuated rather by philanthropic than political 
objects, overtures were made to a representative body 
of working men to put down on paper what they 
really wanted the Government to do for the better- 
ing of the condition of their class, A promise of 
strenuous support to these demands was implied, 
and no requisitions were made in return by the 
generous statesmen who sought an alliance with the 
enfranchised sons of labour. There was по docu- 
ment handed in to the representatives of democracy 
containing equivalent claims. Not а word was said in 
reference to future abstention from demonstrations in 
Trafalgar-square, or from denunciations against the 
House of Lords and Royal endowments; not a syllable 
appears to have been breathed actually pledging the 
recipients of aristocratic bounty to support the Con- 
servative interest in the next appeal to the country. 
Probably they wil be ready to do so, however, if 
the “расб” is duly signed, sealed, and delivered, for 
assuredly no ''Liberal'" Government could be sup- 
posed to adopt asthe basis of its measures the de- 
mands made by these representatives of working 
men's wants. It might well be that any Govern- 
ment desirous of improving the public well-being 
would devise measures for making better dwell- 
ings, more extended education, cheaper food, and 
more frequent means of intelligent recreation 
attainable by the people who need these blessings; 
but by what possible effort of statesmanship they can 
at once be provided for a particular class at the 
expense of.all the rest of the community surpasseg 
the imagination even of the utopian politician, Cer- 
tainly, when the patrician committee requested the 
proletarian delegates to name the particular requiro- 
ments of their constituents it was reasonable enough 
that they should reply—**homestead dwellings in 


Der than the present market price; thirdly, 
‚ education for their children at the cost of the com- 
| munity at large, or, in other words, at the cost of the 
State, which means at the oxpense of the fund created 
by the payment of taxes; fourthly, special establish- 
ments for providing innocent recreation for those 
skilled artisans and their families who by this pact 
claim to be the favoured class of English legislation, 
for whose well-being and well-doing all the rest of 
the community are to be called upon to pay; and 
who, if there be any truth in the report, are so mis- 
represented by the Committee in communication with 
the “peers” that the word “proletariat” at once 
assumes its bad significance as a party who wishes to 
show its power by demanding to be partially sup- 
ported and expresses its willingness to support any 
Government in return. Of course, we regard the 
whole affair as likely to turn out to be a mere poli- 
tical fiasco; but there can be no doubt that there 
is some truth in the rumour of such an alliance 
having been sought, and it is certain that the 
‘¢démands”’ of the representatives of the “artisans” 
are authentic, though it may be hoped that these dele- 
gates no more represent the working man or the 
skilled workmen of England than the man who chalks 
mackerel on the pavement represents the Royal 
Academy, For if these ‘‘demands”’ are not a kind 
of jest, they show indisputably, not only that 
those who make them aro ignorant of the first prin- 
ciples of political economy, but, what is worse, that 
there are men who would represent their fellows to 
be utterly regardless of national life or of thé claims 
of their countrymen во long as they could live upon 
the spoils wrung from those who are many of them 
poorer than themselves. For let us examine what 
these “‘demands’’ of the “ proletariat” mean. At 
whore expense is the land to be purchased on which 
to build the homesteads that would give comfortable, 
healthy suburban homes to the skilled artisans of 
our great towns? Who are the capitalists to be 
compelled to invest their money in the building 
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speculation, at the instance of the Government, and 
by what sort of compulsory legislation are they to be 
made то yield? Surely the taxation of the country 
is not to be increased, and the underpaid clerk, the 
struggling doctor, the small shopkeeper who finds it 
hard to make both ends meet and to pay Queen’s 
taxes and a heavy pcor rate, ground down to misery 
in order to provide funds for the cottage homes of 
workmen who are earning more than the income of 
these men represents, Then, again, who is to make 
anything of a claim for the supply of food by retail 
dealers at wholesale prices? On the face of it the 
proposition is a contradiction in terms. To supply 
commodities at a small profit above the wholesale 
cost may ђе possible to a shopkeeper who does а 
Jarge trade and understands his business, but by 
what kind of Act of Parliament can prices be regu- 
lated? It is only under an autocracy that such 
measures can be instituted, and then the losses of the 
traders must in some way be made up by the Govern- 
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tion Act, whenever a school board can be induced to 
begin to try its provisions, is to secure a free educa- 
tion for the children of those who cannot pay for 
their instruction. If the skilled artisan—earning, 
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compelled to send his boys and girls to classes where 
he has to pay a fee, there will be a certain inequality 
that is far from justice; but the representatives of 
the “proletariat” would demand more than this, 
The clerk—who already is mulcted in income tax, 
which the artisan escapes—would have to pay an 
increased education tax in order that the children of 
people better off than himself may receive education, 
In other words, he must starve his own little ones 
that the little ones of his political lords and 
masters, the skilled artisans, may be both fed 
and taught. With respect to the provision of 
means of innocent pleasure and recreation there is 
not much to be said, since those places would pro- 
bably not be exclusively restricted to the visits of the 
skilled artisan, but every other demand of the repre- 
sentatives to the peers who are so eager to make 
experiments in class legislation can only bé obtained 
by the natural development of the frugality, energy, 
and liberty of the people. То call upon the Govern- 
mens to support them for any one section at tho ex- 
pense of the rest is to proclaim such a separation of 
classes аз must eventually bring about general 
poverty, followed by anarchy, the destruction not 
only of patriotism, but of national life, and the sub- 
jugation of the English people to foreign tyranny, 
under which not only ‘‘ laws and learning, arts and 
commerce, might soon die,’’ but with them both the 
demands for the products of iadustry and the **old 
nobility,” which is said to be а party to this mys- 
terious pact. At present, however, wo may regard 
the demands of the *'representatives'" only as a 
symptom of that reaction which has followed the 
great extension of the electoral right. It isan ex- 
pression of that selfish policy which would reinstitute 
“í protection ’’ of the most exclusive character, and at 
the same time weakly look to the Government to 
centralise all the results of national life and con- 
fide their adjustment to departments under the State 
instead of leaving them to the free working of liberal 
institutions, supported by a sense of equality with 
regard to social laws and political privileges. Very 
soon we may see again the natural reaction against 
this desire for Imperial centralisation, and then the 
working men’s representatives will be crying out for 
the restoration of local self-government as a remedy 
against the probable encroachments of а centralised 
power in the Legislature.

THE TERRIBLE FIRES IN THE UNITED STATES. — 
Closely following the disaster at Chicago we have 
intelligence of great forest fires in America. Four 
counties have been devastated, many villages fallin 
a prey to the flames. fires have been attend 
by a fearful loss of life, and the damage to property 
is immense. The entire town of Manistre, in 
Michigan, has been destroyed by fire. Two hundred 
houses and six mills were burnt, and the loss is esti- 
mated at 1,250,000 dols. In Wisconsin foar villages 
on the Green Bay River have also fallen a prey to 
fire. The inhabitants were surrounded by the flames, 
and 150 fugitives. were burnt alive in a barn. 
Hundreds of persons were driven into the river, and 
it is supposed that altogether 500 people have 
perished in that district. 5 ^

THE CHICAGO FIRE. 


HE fiery catastrophe with which all the world rings 
will have done some good if the sympathy and relief 
sent by us to the sufferers knit together in firmer 
bands the two nations. The lightning rapidity of 
the flames which devastated Chicago has, happily, 
boen equalled by the rapid spread of humano efforts 
to mitigate the horrors of the calamity. News of 
the disaster was no sooner flashed by telegraph 
throughout the United States and the civilised world 
than the foremost men of each great city assembled 
for the humane purpose of contributing funds for the 
hundred thousand citizens of Chicago rendered house- 
less by the conflagration. Thus the thousands upon 
thousands of dollars subscribed in Washington, New 
York, and Boston are added to by the thousands 
upon thousands of pounds at once forwarded by 
London, Liverpool, Manchester, Dublin, Glasgow, 
Birmingham, Leeds, and all the chief cities of the 
United Kingdom. 

THE CONFLAGRATION 


has called attention to the remarkably quick growth 
Forty years ago Chicago was one of the 
tty Indian trading-posts, а cluster of 
white men's huts among the wigwams of the Potta- 
watomies. It was built on а little mound in the 
midst of dismal swamps in which the hunters shot or 
trapped thousands of skunks and musk-rats, and 
where within the memory of living men the wolf 
апа the panther have been met with. Теп years 
lator it had grown to be a little prairie town of 5000 
inhabitants, Its population continued rapidly to in- 
doubling itself every four years or there- 
abouts, until, according to the most recent calcula- 
tions, it amounted to not less than 300,000 souls. 
The greater part of the city, an area of several square 
miles in extent, is now Й heap of cinders, and 100,000 
people are reported to be houseless and destitute. 

On Sunday se'nnight а lad went into a stable to 
milk а cow, and took a kerosene lamp with him. The 
cow kicked over the lamp, which set fire to the shed. 
The blazing fluid ran on to the wooden pavement 
surrounding the place, soaking the planks with iu- 
flammable oil,at the same time that it set fire to 
them; the flames attacked the adjoining houses, nnd 
а strong gale which was then blowing spread the 
conflagration far and wide. АП Monday the fire 
burned flercely. Many streets were blown up, in the 
hope of arresting its progress; but it continued to 
extend until the heavy rains of Tuesday morning 
began to wash it out, ` At noon it was under control, 
and before evening it had practically been extin- 
guished in the north ns well as the southern part of 
the town. It із stated that the greater part of South 
Chicago and the whole of North Chicago have beon 
utterly destroyed. Five hundred persons are sup- 
posed to have perished, and the loss of property is 
estimated at 300,000,000dols. Тһе city, overtaken 
by flames in the night, seems to have been stupefled 
and bewildered by a general panic. "Тһе people—so 
the telegrams tel us—became crazy with excite- 
mont, and many were trampled to death, 
while others were burnt. Starving and homeless 
crowds, maddened by the terror of the scene, 
threatened a riot, and several persons who were 
caught in the act of plundering were shot or hanged 
on the spot. The New York correspondent of the 
Daily News says that all the wholesale warehouses, 
banks, public buildings, theatres, great hotels, six 
grain-elevators, much shipping, and 10,000 houses 
are burnt. Fifty thousand persons are without 
shelter. The waterworks are destroyed, and three 
equare miles of the city are in ashes, The loss is 
estimated at one hundred millions. Great numbers 
of the people were huddled together like animals, and 
many were dying from exposure and hunger. Many 
persons, it is said, who were rich a few days ago are 
now paupers, There is, however, a cheering and 
hopeful side to the picture. Tents and stores were 
promptly served out, and supplies in great abundance 
soon arrived. Мипіћсепё contributions have been 
raised in many parts of the Union, and Canada is 
actively manifesting her sympathy with the host of 
sufferers. Moreover, in the midst ofall the gloom and 
chaos resulting from the conflagration the rebuilding 
of the city has alresdy commenced. 


PILLAGING, 

The scum of Chicago, of course, seized their op- 
portunity. While cartload after cartload of dead 
men, women, and children was being dragged from 
under the fallen walls bands of ruffians, who made 
their appearance as suddenly as if they had come up 
from subterranean hiding-holes, entered upon the 
scene, and began to plunder and rob. Тһе homeless 
crowds of men who were lately prosperous citizens 
endured this but а very short time. А sort of vigi- 
lance committee was organised : a few of the robbers 
were promptly hanged. This was not enough, how- 
ever; the work of plunder still went on. Then 
respectability and order asserted themselves with a 
terrible emphasis. The robbers were everywhere 
shot “оп sight," to use the Western phrase. Some 
forty of them were thus disposed of. Amid the 


misery, nnd the ruins, and the dragging out of the 
dead bodies, there appeared this other element of 


horror: the uprising of the robber bands, and the 
awful, though surely needful and justifiable, prompt- 
ness with which they were suppressed. At last, on 
the opportuue arrival of the military force, the civic 
authorities declared that they did not possess the 
means of ensuring order in such a social convulsion, 
and they handed the place over to martial rule. 
Chicago is now under the absolute command of the 
youngest and most energetic of all the American 
Generals. We may feel satisfied that while

further need of Lynch law. Our Portrait will enable 
our readers to freshen their memories as to the per- 
sonal вре of this hero of the American Civil 
War. is victories in the Shenandoah Valley 
and elsewhere were fully recorded in our pictorial 
chronicle of the deadly strife 'twixt North and 
South, the two sections of the States now united in 
their efforts to alleviate the misery existing in 
Chicago. General Philip Sheridan was born in Ohio, 
in 1831, of Irish parentage. From the time he gra- 
duated at West Point, in 1853, up to the breaking 
out of the internecine struggle, he has frequently 
had to display administrative as well as military 
abilities, so that it is an able Governor ns well 
аз an able General who now holds the reins of 
power in the stricken city. Phil Sheridan is described 
as * robust and energetic, yet skilful and cautious: °’ 
just the very man to be President Grant’s right hand 
in thisemergency, and just the very man to admi- 
nister most wisely the relief now pouring into 
Chicago from every quarter. 


“THE QUEEN OF THE WEST." 

This was the proud title given to Chicago, the 
rapid growth of which accounts in & great measure 
for its destruction. Originally it was a mere 
colleetion of wooden sheds, and it was still in a state 
of transition from planks to stone and brick when 
the flames seized upon it. It could boast of broad 
Streets, with great warehouses and mansions on each 
side, and rows of fine houses in the fashionable 
quarter looking out upon the widelake. In the new 
parts of the city the huge blocks of stone buildings 
were as splendid and substantial as any in New 
York, Paris, or London. All the great public build- 
ings, churches, theatres, and hotels were of stone. 
But a large part of the city was still built of wood. 
The streets of stone—even some of the best stroets— 
were fringed and intermixed with wooden shanties. 
Not only were a great many of the houses com- 
posed of combustible materials, but the road- 
ways were paved with blocks of wood, and the 
footpaths were nearly all made of planks. It is 
computed that not sixty miles out of above six hun- 
dred miles of sideways were paved with stone. A 
few years ago the plank side-paths were literally 
floated out of position by the moisture of the swampy 
soil. In order to prevent a recurrence of this un- 
comfortable incident, they were raised considerably 
above the ground; consequently, there was а strong 
current of sir blowing eben ch them, which could 
not fail to spread the flames, and to produce some- 
thing liko the effect of а blast furnace along the 
whole length of the ground floors of the houses. 
Moreover, there was in some cases an interval be- 
tween the ground floors of the houses and the actual 
soil, in consequence of the artiflcial elevation of 
buildings which has been carried on to & great extent 
in recent years. Hotels and warehouses have been 
frequently lifted by means of screws several feet 
higher, without interfering in the least with the usual 
course of business. 

The first despatches stated that the waterworks 
were destroyed, and to this fact the extraordinary 
spread of the conflagration is ascribed. Now Chicago 
is ed enr with water from Lake Michigan. Ол the 
Jake shore in the north division an immense tunnel a 
mile long has been made, running from the shore 
under the bed of the lake, and to & point where the 
water is perfectly pure. Through this tunnel the 
water is conveyed to the works on the shore, and 
thence it is forced by great pipes running under the 
river to three reservoirs—one in each division of the 
city. Тһе reservoir in South Chicago is very near 
Twelfth-street, where the Яге broke out, and it must 
have been this which is spoken of in the despatches 
as the ** waterworks” which were destroyed. It is 
difficult to imagine how the reservoir could have been 
consumed, It was an immense round building of 
stone, supporting a great basin full of water, and it 
is impossible to understand how such a structure 
could have been destroyed. Probably the conflagra- 
tion Ls opina all access to it, The grain dépóts—eix 
of which were burned— were gigantic structures, 
built upon the river-bank, and capable of holding, 
and very likely filled with, millions of bushels of 
grain. The fire department of Chicago was supposed 
to be one of the most efficient in the United States, 
It had а great number of exceedingly powerful 
steam-engines and an excellent corps of firemen, 


AMERICAN FIREMEN. 


The Chicago holocaust had one redeeming feature 
amid all that terrible conflagration upon conflagra- 
tion, lamentable loss of life, and ruinous destruction 
of property. Heroism such as so many Londoners 
congregated to celebrate at the funeral of the hero 
Ford was well proved in that fiery furnace of a city. 
It will be some time ere the full records of the 
chivalric bravery of the Chicago firemen reach us. 
We have, however, already learnt sufficient of their 
intrepid gallantry in indomitably endeavouring to 
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During the night the people were engaged in pulling 
down houses, but it was of no use now.

Gaze down whatever street you would the 
flames poured forth from every window to unite into 
one great volume; “апа then you might see the 
houses tumble, tumble, tumble from one end t$ 
another, with a great crash, leaving the foundations 
open to the view of the heavens, The burning then 
(Monday) was in fashion of а bow—a dreadful bow 
it was, such as mine (Vincent's) eyes never before 
had seen—a bow which had God's arrow in it with a 
flaming point; it was а shining bow not like that in 
the cloud, which brings water with it, and withal 
signifies God's covenant not to destroy the world 
any more with water; but it was а bow which had 
fire in it, which signified God's anger, and his inten- 
tion to destroy London with Яге.” 

Cornhill was a wide thoroughfare. It was attacked 
about mid-day, and a great mass of wood had been 
pulled from houses and thrown into the middle of 
the road; ‘and so the flames licked the whole street 
as they went, and marched along on both sides, on 
reofs and in cellars, with such а noise as never was 
heard in the city of London." 'The Royal Exchange 
had fallen before night, and it is remarked as curious, 
beth by Pepys and Evelyn, that while all the pic- 
fures (statues) of the kings since the Conquest had 
fallen, that of the founder, Sir Thomas Gresham, and 
his alone, stood uninjured. 

Meantime scenes of precipitate flight, such as our 
Artist pictures, were going on throughout the City; 
and vast confusion reigned at the City gates (London 
was then entirely walled), owing to the crowding of 
the flying citizens, The river, too, was full of 
lighters and boats taking in yards, the Thames ap- 
pearing veritably to be on fire, sparkling with the 
shower of fiery sparks. Pepys ventured on the 
river on Monday, but was at length driven to land 
again :—** When we could endure no more upon the 
water, we went te a little alehouse on the Bankside, 
over against the Three Cranes, and therejstaid till it 
was almost dark, and saw the fire grow, ond as it 
grew darker appeared more and more, and in corners 
and upon steeples, and between churcbes and houses, 
as far as we could see, up the hill of the City in a 
most horrid, malicious, bloody flane, nôt like the fine 
flame of an ordinary fire. We staid still, it being 
darkish, we saw the fire an only one entire arch of 
fire from this to the other side the bridge, and 
ina bow up the hill for an arch of above a mile 
long. It made me weep to see it. ‘The churches, 
houses, and all on fire, and flaming at once, and a 
horrid noise thé flames made, and the cracking of 
houses and their ruins. So home with a sad heart," 

OLD ST, PAUL’ S. 

On Tuesday morning one line of the fire, “(тота 
Cornhill along by the stokes’’ (stocks), met with 
others from Threndneedle-street, Wallbroke, and 
Bucklersbury. The stream rushed up Chepeside, 
gathering strength on each flank, and at mid-day 
began the attack on “ Paul's Church," being aided 
by a stream which had come up westward from the 
Black Friars, For a long time it was hoped that the 
church would escape. It towered as high as the 
flames, apparently defying them scornfully. But at 
length it was seen to be on fire at the top, and soon 
the melted lead poured down, the stones cracked, the 
great beams fell in, and the Church of St. Faith, be- 
neath, which the stationers had filled with their 
countless books, was crushed and destroyed. ‘This 
catastrophe is the culminating point of the calamity. 
The record goes on to tell the names of the streets 
which, one after another, fella prey. By Tuesday 
night nearly the whole of the City was consumed, and 
even the people in the suburbs were in full flight. 
Baynard’s Castle, so famous for its associations with 
Richard Crookback, the Old Bailey, Guildhall, had 
all fallen, “І wrote to my father this nigbt," says 
Sam Pepys; *'but, the post-office being burned, my 
letter could not go. I lay down, being mighty weary 
and sore in my feet with going till I was hardly able 
to stand." 

Wednesday morning found-the fire advanced as far 
the Temple on one side and the Tower on the other, 
But the wind had suddenly hushed, and the streets 
were less narrow and close. It is said that the Duke 
of York arranged the blowing up of the houses with 
gunpowder between the fire and the unscathed 
streets. At all events, it was done, and now the 
spread of the conflagration ceased. 


EXTENT OF THE FIRE, 

The fire reached two miles in length and one in 
breadth. Pye-corner, the last place burnt, was in 
Smithfield. The conjunction of this name with 
Pudding-lane was a conclusive proof to improvers of 
the occasion that the visitation was intended as a 
judgment upon gluttony. A statue of a fat boy, 
with an inscription stating so much, was set up in 
Pye-corner. What became of it we know not. ‘The 
flames consumed 13,200 houses, eighty-nine churches, 
and £11,000,000 worth of property, Only six lives 
were lost. The church registers and plate seem to 
have been mostly saved; at least, we have seen 
several belonging to destroyed churches, amongst 
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which let not the books of АП Hallows', Bread- 
street, be forgotten, containing, as they do, the bap- 
tismal register of **John Mylton,” .. 

It is pleasant to find one case where the courtly 
praises of Dryden seem to have been deserved. 
accounts agree in extolling the vigour and wisdom of 
Charles II. and his brother, and therefore we may 
probably take the ** Annus Mirabilis" as containing 
in the main a true narrative of the Great Fire of 
London. Let it not be forgotten, too, that when the 
King ordered a fast throughout England and a col- 
lection for the 200,000 homeless people, not only did 
our people nobly respond, but the generous Irish 
gave alms of such things as they had, and sent 
30,000 fat oxen, 


THE LONDON FIRE BRIGADE. 


Captain Shaw's gallant firemen ever rendy to 
sacrifice their lives in saving life and property from 
fire, we sleep without. fear of a repetition of the 
catastrophe of 1666. The formation, however, of 
useful bodies like the Kilburn and Ealing, Pentonville 
and Holloway Volunteer Fire Brigades is а healthy 
sign that the public mind is alive to the necessity of 
ensuring safety by the increase of facilities for extin- 
guishing flames directly they break out. With our 

resent system we have every reason fo be proud, 
The Metropolitan Fire Brigade is one of the grandest 
institutions of the city. Тһе sailor-like alertness of 
our firemen, each of them a dauntless Ford when 
their courage is needed, was well illustrated on the 
occasion of the grand inspection, a few years back, 
on the Thames Embankment, depicted on another 
page. It is one of the manly traits of the Prince of 
Wales's character that he takes the greatest, interest 
in Captain Shaw's brave band, who are alwaysamopg 
the “lions” of London introduced by his Royal 
Highness to illustrious visitors. 

THE REORGANISATION OF THE BRIGADE 

has been one of the most useful public cervices done 
in the last few years. The insurance companies now 
give £10,000 a year ‘towards its maintenance, the 
Treasury £10,000 more, and a metropolitan rate of a 
halfpenny in the pound raises an additional sum of 
£30,000, making £50,000 in all. The establishment 
may be shortly described. There are now forty- 
three fire stations, in an area of 110 square miles, but 
so distributed as to guard an area of more than 400 
square miles out of the 700 square miles in the whole 
extent of the metropolitan district. The number of 
engines is about a hundred, including half a dozen 
steam fire-engines, the best of which can travel, on 
the river or canals, at a speed of fourteen miles an 
hour, and can throw out nearly twenty-four tons 
of water ina minute, The number of men employed 
at present is 314, mostly chosen from young able 
seamen, and thoroughly disciplined and drilled by 
Captain Shaw. : | 

For the purposes of the Fire Brigade, London and 
its suburbs аго divided into four districts, known by 
tholettors A, B, C, aud D, each governed by ono 
officer, the foreman of the district. ‘The А group in- 
cludes all the west end of the town, and has scven- 
teen stations. The B district takes in all the west- 
central parts of London, from Islington and Charing- 
cross to Watling-street, the head-quarters; it con- 
tains twelve stations. In the C or east district there 
are fourteen stations; and in the south or D district 
there are thirteen stations. Each district thus forms 
a distinct group of stations, each station in the group 
being under the charge of an engineer, and each 
central station in a group being under the charge of 
a foreman of the district. All the sub-stations of 


each district are 
CONNECTED ВУ TBLEGRAPH 

with their foreman’s station, and all the four fore- 
men’s stations are in the same way eonnected with 
Captain Shaw's head-quarters in Watling-street. 
Thus, the first call or alarm of fire is transmitted 
through all sub-stations to the foreman of the dis- 
trict, and by the foreman to Captain Shaw at Wat- 
ling-street, where everything is known almost as soon 
as it occurs. ‘The foreman of the district takes upon 
himself to order whatever may be required to meet 
the immediate necessity, but after that all directions 
are given through the telegraph by Captain Shaw, 
till he himself arrives upon the scene; and this is, аз 
a rule, within a few minutes after the first alarm has 
been given. 

At all principal fire stations, whether those of dia- 
tricts or sub-stations, three engines ате always kept 
in readiness day and night—a steam fire-engino; ^ 
large powerful engine worked by hand; and a gmail 


і engine drawn by hand, to be pulled out and set to 


work at once in case of fire in the vicinity of the sta- 
tion. The steam fire-engines аго of power equal to 
three of the most. powerful hand-worked engines. 
They are about three times as expensive to build, but 
last about three times as long, and, of course, are nct 
nearly so costly to work. А few pounds of coal, in 
fact, triple the amount of service done by the pnid 
labour of thirty men. 16 used to require from twelvo 
to fifteen minutes to get up steam in the boilers of 
these engines; but, by & very simple arrangement, 
this delay is quite obviated. The fires are ready laid 
iu the furnacer, though not lighted, but a gas jet is 
kept playing on the boiler, and the water in it is 
always at such a point as to give a pressure of а few 
pounds of steam, After this, to get up full power by 
lighting the furnaces only takes from two to three 
minutes, just the time allowed for the engine to ђе 
horsed, manned, and reacs; to start from tho first 
instant of receiving the alarm. Steam fire-engines 
are, of course, much superior to hand-worked engine.

in efficiency, but their weight prevents their travel- 
ling with equal speed. А hand-worked engine, with 
its flremen, can be drawn by two horses at full gallop; 
and the praetice is to send off the hand-engines first, 
to begin the attack upon a conflagration, the steamers 
coming up afterwards, аз soon as they can. Тһе fire- 
men attached to the different stations, so far as is 
possible, lodge іп barracks erected for their accom- 
modation under the same roof with their engines and 
horses. Тһе number of men employed seems to be 
much too small, considering that eighty-seven are 
occupied every night by the duty of attendance on 
fire-escapes, and one man is always to be left in 
charge of each of the forty-three stations. They are 
frequently obliged to remain twenty-four hours on 
duty before they can be relieved.

A SUNDAY AFTERNOON’S TRAGEDY. 


THE MURDER OF A CLERGYMAN’S WIFE 
AT STOCKWELL. 


Tur year which bears the Eltham murder, the 
Devil’s Jumps tragedy, and the awful deed we are 
about to relate on its blood-stained records will 
assuredly be a memorable year in the annalsof crime. 
This last terrible event, in some of its features, ex- 
ceeds all modern murders in horror. The fearful 
crime was committed on the afternoon of Sunday 
"week, but was not discovered until the following 
Wednesday. 
THE REV. JOHN SELBY WATSON, 
a tall, massive man, aged sixty-seven, with a grave, 
austere countenance (see Portrait), is the self-charged 
murderer. He has for the last twenty-five years held 
the position of Head Master of the Stockwell Gram- 
mar School; and his name is familiar to the public 
as the author of numerous works, including the ** Life 
of Bishop Porteus,’’ the ‘‘Life of Edward War- 
burton,” * Memoirs of Wilkes and Cobbett," 5 Sons 
of Strength, Wisdom, and Patience," the “ Story of 
William Wallace," a work on the * Reasoning Power 
in Animals," editions of Pope's Homer's “ Iliad" and 
* Odyssey," in Bohn's “Illustrated Library," and 
small annotated editions of Sallust’s * Catiline ” and 
* Jugurtha,” and Terence’s “ Andria," besides many 
"articles in the various reviews. Indeed, up to the 
very time of perpetrating the deplorable crime with 
which he is now charged he has been engaged in 
writing a history of the Popes. 


THE DISCOVERY OF THE TRAGEDY 


is due to the attempted suicide of the Rev. J. S. 
Watson. А written confession from him clears up 
all mystery which would otherwise surround the 
crime, except the motive foritscommission. For the 
last three yenrs Mr. Watson and his wife, attended by 
а female servant named Eleanor Рупе, have resided 
in а large house in St. Martin's-road, at the back of 
Stockwell-crescent. From the statement of the 
young woman it appears that, on Sundsy se’nnight, 
she went out, and did not return until nearly ten 
o’clock. When she left the house Mr. Watson and 
his wife were sitting in the library on the first floor, 
an apartment which is situated between Mr. Watson’s 
bed-room and a small unoecupied bed-room at the 
back. Her master and mistress appeared then to be 
very comfortable together, and she noticed nothing 
unusual in the conduct of either. Upon her return 
she missed Mrs. Watson, when, by way of explana- 
tion, her master remarked that his wife had left town 
suddenly, and would not be back again for five or six 
days, Although such an announcement was some- 
what surprising, no suspicion of foul play crossed the 
girl’s mind, and she thought but little of the matter, 
Meanwhile, Mr. Watson retired to rest at the usual 
hour. No disorder was apparent in the room, nor 
any sign of a struggle; but next morning the girl 
drew the attention of her master to a large dark stain 
on the carpet and floor at the library door, when Mr, 
Watson replied with great coolness, 

** Oh, there was an accident last night. I spilt a 
decanter of port wine there, and wiped it up as well 
as I could.” 

During the day he occupied himself in his usual 
manner, putting his books in order and writing, eat- 
ing his mea!s with a tolerable appetite, and betraying 
no signs of uneasiness whatever. On the Monday 
evening, ав he went to bed, he remarked to the ser- 
vant that he did net feel very well, and told her that 
if she heard him making any noise she was to come 
and see what was the matter, and, if necessary, send 
for a doctor. The next morning, however, he got up 
at his usual hour, and, going out, went into the 
Clapham-road, and attempted to purchase some 


PRUSSIC ACID. 


The first chemist to whom he applied declined to 
supply him with the poison, but it is certain that he 
afterwards succeeded in procuring what he wished 
for. Whether he made any attempt on his life then 
is not known, but if he did it did not succeed, and 
on the Wednesday he rose as usual and wrote some 
letters, which he left upon the dressing-table, one of 
them being addressed “ To the Surgeon." Не then 
retired to bed again, and about eleven o'clock the 
servant, in great haste, came to summon Dr. Rugg, 
saying that her master was in a fit of apoplexy. In 
а short time Dr. Rugg was at the house, and on being 
admitted the servant put 
THE LETTER 

into his hand, the effect of which was to give him 
such a shock that he almost dropped to the ground. 
It was to the following effect :—**'In a fit of fury І 
have killed my wife. Often апа often have I en- 
deavoured to restrain myself, but my rage overcame 
me and I struck her down. Нег body will be found 
in the little room off the library. The key is in a 
letter on the table. I hope that she will be buried as 
becomes a ]ady of birth and position. She is an 
Irish lady, and her name is Anne ——." And then 


follows a word which has been erased, but which is' 
apparently 6 surname. 

On reading this letter Dr. Rugg immediately 
rushed up stairs to the bedside of Mr. Watson, whom 
he found in a very weak state and speechlees, appa- 
rently suffering from sorae violent poison, which had

not, however, taken effect. 
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A STRANGE COF 
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barrel were recently stained with blood. It is sup- 
posed that 16 was with this weapon that the skull of 
the unfortunate lady was beaten in, The prisoner 
continues to maintain the same reserve, and holds 
very little conversation with his attendants. He 
takes his meals regularly, апа occupies most of his 
time in reading such books as the gaol library affords. 
Day and night he is carefully watched, in order that 
he may not make any attempt on his life. On Sunday 
morning he attended Divine service in the chapel of

EARLY CLOSING AND NATURALISTS. 
For the encouragement of the Saturday half-holiday 
in London in connection with the field excursions for 
natural history purposes which havesprung out of it, 

PRIZES 


to the amount of 30 gs. are offered by the Duchess of 
Sutherland, the Countess of Ducie, and the Marquis 
of Westminster, for the competition of members of 
botanical, microscopical, and geological clubs, work- 
ing men's clubs, and the unprofessional naturalists of 
London generally. The subjects selected by the 
prize-givers require from the competitors an acquaint- 
ance with the mosses, pond microzoa, and fossils of 
the London district, obtained by Saturday afternoon 
excursions to be made during the next twelve months. 
The prizes are offered through the Early Closing As- 
sociation. It із hoped that the uses of the Saturday 
afternoon which are thus sought to be encouraged, 
and which are rapidly growing into popularity in 
London, will favourably commend the weekly half- 
holiday in departments of retail business where it is 
Still badly need 

А crowded meeting of the employés in the retail 
trades of Borough High-street, Newington, Wal- 
worth, and Camberwell was held at the Lecture 
Hall, Carter-street, Walworth, on the 12tb inst., in 
response to an invitation from the Early Closing Asso- 
ciation, The meeting had been advertised ав the first 
of а series which were called for by the excessive 
hours of business which prevail throughout the dis- 
trict, nine and half-past nine being the earliest time 
of closing even in the drapery houses, with but two or 
three exceptions, to the great disadvantage of a large 
community of the employed of both sexes. It was 
not till half-past nine that the audience assembled. 
Mr. J. Ferry, an assistant in one of the early-closing 
houses, took the chair. The speakers, with one excep- 
tion, were all assistants in the retail trades; and much 
resentment was expressed with regard to the long 
hours of toil inflicted upon the trade assistant as com- 
pared with the hours of the labourer and artisan, 
The absence of all leisure for domestic life, or any 
prospect of it under existing circumstances, was for- 
cibly pictured by several of the speakers. 

On the motion of Mr. Walker, on behalf of the 
Early Closing Association, it was determined to adopt 
a series of measures for calling public attention in 
South London to the subject, and especially for 
interesting tho public men of the locality in the move- 
ment. А committee was appointed to undertake 
these measures. The proceedings throughout, though 
excited, were orderly; and there was no animus 
expressed against employers. 


PROTECTION TO OYSTERS. 


А number of fishermen of the port of Poole were 
summoned before the magistrates of that town, on 
the 12th inst., for illegally dredging for oysters. 
Poole oysters have always been held in high estima- 
tion, and at one time, the supply being abundant, 
the fishery was highly remunerative. In late years, 
however, owing to the practice of dredging up those 
of very small size, the brood has rapidly diminished, 
and the authorities have been compelled to issue 
notices prohibiting dredging. 

Many of the fishermen have persistently continued 
the practice, although much money has lately been 
spent in laying down new beds in the harbour, and 
there have numerous convictions during the past 
year. It appeared from information supplied by the 
railway officials that during the past few weeks there 
have been large consignments of small oysters from 
Poole fishermen to persons at Southampton and 
Portsmouth, for the purpose, the Mayor said, of 
stocking the beds at those places. "These oysters have 
been sold at about ls. per hundred, while if left 
undisturbed another year they would have been worth 
ба. to 63. per hundred. 

The Mayor characterised the practice as disgrace- 
ful, апа most of the defendants were fined in sums 
varying from £2 to 5s. His Worship stated that in 
future no fisherman would be allowed to take oysters 
without a license, for which 10s. would be charged.
